Ordered CIA files destroyed—Colby 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Central 
Intelligence Agency Director Wil­ 
liam E. Colby says he ordered the 
destruction of various CIA files in 
1973. including some records of its il­ 
legal activities, according to an 
interview in The Washington Post. 
However, Colby said in the inter­ 
view published Sunday that he 
regarded it as a routine step at the 


time, 
“Even before 1973. prior to that 
time, people had been burning up col­ 
lections of files that we really had no 
business owning,“ the Post quoted 
Colby as saying. “This is a natural 
process of any bureaucracy.” 
In an interview with The As­ 
sociated Press in January 1974, Col­ 
by said the spy agency had destroyed 


all but one of its tape recordings 
made during the period of the 
Watergate affair. 
“We had periodic destruction of 
our tapes.” he said in that interview 
“Over the last 15 years, we have 
made tapes, but periodically they 
were tom up the way you tear up old 
notes or checks after income tax 
time. And we have not made any 


tapes in the past year.” 
W ith the benefit of hindsight, Colby 
told the Post, he recognizes that he 
should have reported the missteps to 
the Justice Department. 


The Post also quoted Colby as say­ 
ing the CIA conducted a hurried, cur­ 
sory check of CIA misdeeds in the 
wake of the Watergate scandal and 


failed to tell the White House of its 
findings. 


Describing the first investigation 
of CIA misdeeds spurred by the 
Watergate scandal. Colby toid the 
AP Thursday: This collection of our 
prior problems started on the ninth 
of May 1973 with a memorandum 
from Mr (James) Schlesinger (then 


CIA director).

Pomona taxpayers facing big

A day-long budget session by the 
Pom ona C ity Council S atu rd ay 
resulted in no m ajor rhanges in the 
city's proposed $19 8 million budget, 
but sharply defined the fiscal dif­ 
ficulties to be faced bv the city next 
vear. 
As each of the city's departm ent 
h eads and a d m in is tra tiv e sta ff 
presented their portions of the pop- 
osed budget it becam e increasingly 
c le a r th a t P o m o n a ta x p a y e rs 
probably face substantial increases 
next year in the municipal tax rate, 
w ater rates and. possibly refuse col­ 
lection rates. 
A change in the city’s w ater rates 
could com e as early as next .January 
sin ce the w a te r d e p a rtm e n t is 
already cutting sharply into its 
reserves to m eet operating costs. 


Jam es Van Wagner, m anager of 
the w ater departm ent, told the coun­ 
cil that the city is. in effect, subsidis­ 
ing t he price of w ater by $400,000 per 
\*>ar and could enter next year with 
alm ost no working capital. 
There has been no w ater rate in­ 


crease in the city since 1962 and the 
city's rates are the lowest in the val­ 
ley area. The council directed the 
city staff to prepare a rate increase

On the brighter side. Van Wagner 
told the council that the city is in 
very good shape for the extended 
future in its ability to meet all the 
w ater needs of residents and in­ 
dustry. 
City A dm inistrator Jerrold Gonce 
told the council that the proposed 
budget is being balanced by m ax­ 
imum use of reserve funds in alt 
departm ents and 100 per cent use of 
a ll a v a ila b le re v e n u e sh a rin g 
funds.

BEIHUT, Lebanon <AP) — Egyp­ 
tian President Anwar Sadat says in 
an interview to be published Sunday 
that the Soviet Union warned him

States would never allow Soviet 
weapons (used by Egyptian forces 
during the 1973 war» to defeat

carrying it in Sunday edition:-., Sadat 
said that Kissinger and President 
Ford “ harbor no animosity toward 
Egypt 
and praised their ettorts to 
arrange a peace settlem ent in the 
area 
But he also expressed doubts that 
the United States will be able to 
achieve such a settlem ent, and said

Is ra e l 
la c k e d a

leadership capable of proceeding on 
with peace arrangem ents with the 
Arabs. 
Sadat claimed that

States. Sadat denied he was giving

I follow a policy of neutrality and 
I refuse to go into the gam e ot the big 
powers,' he said.

Blind baby 'sees' with new sonar device 


PALO ALTO, Calif. <AP> - A 
baby blind since birth now can “see 
his favorite toy and reach out ac­ 
curately to take it in his hands. 
And lie delights in playing sightless 
peek-a-boo with his mother. 
Dennis Daughters. 8 months old, 
“ sees" much like a bat does, by 
broadcasting 
silent sounds 
that 
return as audible echoes The echoes 
tell him where things are, and other 
knowledge about the world he cannot 
see 
It s all done through special equip­ 
ment within a kind of beanie cap 
worn on his head. 
Dennis is apparently the first blind 
baby in the world ever to experiment 
with an echo-sounding or sonar 
device, says Dr. Tom Bower, a Scot­ 
tish psychologist who conceived the 
project. He believes a blind baby 
learns to think better if he knows 
early how to move about in his world 
and to reach for things. 
Dr. Bower enlisted the aid of 
Telesensory Systems Inc 
(TSI > in 
Palo Alto which supplied the equip­ 
ment free of charge 
A beam of ultrasound is broadcast 
to and from a transducer system , 
about the size of a half-dollar and 
weighing only 11 * ounces, in the mid­ 
dle of a headband on the baby ’s fore­ 
head 
Objects struck by the beam return 
echoes, which then are translated 
into audible sounds, conducted 
Ihrough plastic tubes to the baby’s 
ears, the sounds are a repeated 
series of pleasant little whistles. 


They art* quite subdued so the baby 
can also hear everything else around 
him. including his parents’ voices 
The echoes tell: 
—The d istance of an ob ject, 
‘through pitch of the sound 
The 
closer the object is, the lower the 
pitch 
—Direction, because an object to 
the right of center produces a louder 
sound if something is more to the 
right than the left. So Dennis knows 
if something is more to the right than 
lef, or can "focus" straight upon it 
by turning his head until the sounds 
are equal, 
—Size, by the intensity of the echo 
when he is looking directly at it. By 
moving his head slightly, he can 
define the edges of it, where echoes 
diminish. 
Surface 
Hard, smooth objects 
echo back a clear, pure sound F'uzzy 
surfaces sound "mushy." 
Hence 
Dennis can identify his 
favorite toy, a rubber caterpillar 
with six projections or spikes on it, 
with a soft side that he Ukes to rub 
against his cheek, a side that 
produces a squeak under pressure 
He can distinguish it as against an 
object of similar size, both about as 
big as a man s hand, Dr. Bower says. 
Dennis lik es to stand on his 
mother s knee, receiving a strong 
signal when he looks directly at her 
He's learned he can "turn her off" 
by looking to one side, then "turn her 
on again by looking directly at her. 
' This 4s his peek-a-boo gam e, 
producing sm iles and giggles. 


Our world, the psychologist con­ 
tinues, is organized in space 
If a 
baby has no vision for the first 18 
months of life, he never "organizes" 
or understands his world in a spatial 


way. 
"We believe the cognitive or think­ 
ing process is tied up with motor 
processes 
If they receive poor 
quality of information from sounds, 


they are handicapped." 
TSI is the U.S. and Canadian dis­ 
tributor of tlie Sonicguide for the 
blind, a pair of modified spectacle 
fra m es that in co rp o ra tes the 
electronics for broadcasting ul­ 
trasound and making audible sound 
from the returning echoes, fed to 
each ear. They are manufactured by 
W o r m a l d 
V i g i l a n t , 
Lt d . , of 
Christchurch, New Zealand. 
Designed as an adjunct to the blind 
person's guide dog or cane, the 
Sonicguide “sees" things up to 12 to 
20 feet away. The beam produces 
echoes from objects 40 degrees, or 
som etim es more, on either side of 
center of direction of the wearer’s 
eyes. 
M att Magoun, an electro n ics 
engineer and international service 
coordinator for TSI, adapted the 
equipment for the blind baby. He 
reduced the range of echo-sounding 
to six feet, since Dennis is only now 
just beginning to crawl, and needs no 
information yet beyond that dis­ 
tance Magoun made other adapta­ 
tions. using some older equipment 
than in the production spectacles of 
Sonicguide. 
As a first experimental prototype 
for the blind baby, no attempt was 
made to produce a sophisticated arti­ 
cle, he says, and the baby 's head kept 
growing so rapidly that the head­ 
gear had to be made easily ad­ 
justable. 
The device operates from an eight- 
ounce, rechargeable battery, which 
Dennis’ mother either holds or puts 


on the floor. 
"You can’t tell a baby what you 
want from him ," Magoun says 
“ There he was, suddenly presented 
with a new stimulus. He's a bright 
boy and learned pretty quickly. 
We re guardedly optim istic about 
producing some new effects he can 
cope with." 
Dr Bower shares the sam e hope 
saying "the baby seem s to realize he 
is getting information through it 
Sometimes he wants information 
Other times he wants his mother to 
do things for him ” 
“ He is fascinated by new places, 
people ami things, scanning about 
with his head to take them in. And 
like a sighted baby, he is som etim es 
bored with his surroundings." 


A sighted baby usually can reach 
out accurately for things at about 
age five months, so Dennis is not far 
behind He can put out both hands to 
accept something, Dr Bower says 


Baby Dennis has several rattles, 
preferring one of the size and texture 
that he likes as a teether He can 
pick it out, says Dr Bower, when it 
and another rattle are held in front oi 
him 


Dennis was first fitted with sonar 
device at age 14 weeks, and has 
usually worn it for five to 15 minutes 
in twice-a-day training sessions for 
the past 18 weeks For a month of 
that time, there was very little train­ 
ing when the remarkably intelligent 
boy was down with flu and cokfe.

Armillita asked officials of 
the El Progreso Bull Ring 
in Guadalajara to spare 
Foxy's life. 
Fighting bulls are not al­ 
lowed to breed before they 
enter a ring. A bull who 
shows exceptional bravery 
in a fight is sometimes 
spared so he can be put to 
pasture to breed others 
iike him. 
Foxy, who was 4 at the 
time, was sent to a tranquil 


life in the pastures of 
Javier G arfia's famous 
bull ranch where he was 
born. Armillita was sym­ 
bolically awarded Foxy’s 
ears and tail as a token of 
the excellence of the fight. 
It is rare for a bull to be 
granted an “ indulto” or 
pardon because the whole 
purpose of a bull fight 
builds tow ard the cli­ 
mactic moment when the 
m atad o r m u st expose 
himself to the horns in 


order to lunge over them 
and plant a sword in the 
bull. 
It is even more unusual 
for a bull, once given 
pardon, to fight again. 
Fighting bulls are in­ 
telligent, cunning animals. 
They learn quickly, as a 
Spanish saying goes, “ to 
attack the meat instead of 
the cloth. ” 
But a y ear‘later Foxy 
was brought from retire­ 
ment to face A rm illita 


again. 
Again Foxy was brilliant 
and brave. Again Armillita 
asked that Foxy's life be 
spared. Again El Progreso 
officials agreed. 
And again Foxy went 
back to pasture. 
Armillita is not one of 
Mexico's most famous bull­ 
fighters. He is a journey­ 
man who is used to fill out 
cards topped by one of the 
big nam es. He cannot 
make heavv demands on 


promoters. 
Promoters of an unusual 
Saturday fight (most bull 
fights are on Sunday after­ 
noon! needed a gimmick. 
Som eone 
rem em b ered 
Foxy. 
He had already fought 
twice. He was very old for 
a fighting bull. He had 
spent eight years as a seed 
bull and som e of his 
grandsons had already had 
their moment of glory in 
the ring. 


Bullfight critics in the 
Mexico City newspapers 
said it was the first time 
in the recorded history of 
bullfighting that the same 
bull had been fought three 
times in a major plaza. 
And they said old Foxy 
again proved his mettle 
He was especially fast and 
dangerous and showed 
more stamina than many 
much younger animals. 
But this time Foxy was 
doomed.

Offer $500 for first one caught 
Hope reclaimed river will yield salmon

HARTFORD, Conn. 
(AP) — Wanted! Dead or 
Alive! Salmon caught in 
the Connecticut River. 
Cp and down this historic 
w aterw ay, fishermen have 
their eyes peeled for Atlan­ 
tic salmon, one of the top 
sporting game fish in the 
world. Catching one could 
net some lucky angler up to 
$500 under a federal-state 
program to return the 
salmon to its native 


waters. 
The fish disappeared just 
after 1800 when the first 
industrial dams were built 
on the river, blocking the 
salmon's return to spawn­ 
ing grounds as far north as 
the Canadian border. 
With the waters clean 
enough to support salmon, 
four states and the federal 
government are trying to 
restock the river. 
A reward of $500 is being 
offered for the first live 
qdult salmon turned over 


to authorities. The next 19 
live fish will bring $100 
each. The first 40 dead 
ones are worth $25 apiece. 
Since the start of the pro­ 
gram in 1967 over 500.000 
baby salmon grown from 
Canadian eggs have been 
raised in the Connecticut's 
tributaries. But only one 
fish is known to have 
returned and it died. 
Live fish are m ore 
valuable because of the 
eggs they yield But even 
dead ones will give the fish 


experts some proof the fish 
are returning. 


At the same time, fish 
ladders are planned at five 
electric company dams, 
the first to be ready this 
summer at the Rainbow 
dam on the Farmington 
River. 
Salmon will be captured 
in traps and used as egg 
sources until the fish pop­ 
ulation returning each year 
is large enough to support 
itself. 


Salmon, which spend two 
winters in the Atlantic 
Ocean, reach weights of 12 
pounds and lengths of 29 to 
32 inches. Another year of 
feeding near Greenland 
can boost them to 40-inch 
25-pounders 


Returning the 1.000 miles 
to the Atlantic seaboard, 
the fish “ smell" each river 
as they swim south and 
en ter the riv e r they 
recognize as home. There 
they seek a clean gravel 


bottom with rapidly flow­ 
ing water to drop their 
eggs. 
But with the construction 
of a dam at Hadley Falls, 
Mass., the salmon cycle 
came to an end 


“During the industrial 
revolution virtually every 
stream in the state was 
dammed This was true all 
up and down the coast." 
said Cole Wilde, chief of 
fish and waterlife for the 
Connecticut 
environmen­

Pomona City Engineer Edward R 
Jam es in a letter to Claremont 
Public Works Director Paul Cook 
suggested that a permanent closure 
would Ik* appropriate it there are 
serious problems. 


Jam es said that although the tun­ 
nel is in Claremont. Pomona has 
removed grafiti from its walls 


James enclosed a letter from a 
Pomona resident who complained of

neighborhood and that thieves are 
using the tunnel as an escape hole to 
the north 


Claremont Police Chief Charles R 
Lines said it would be “ extremely 
difficult” to document the number of 
times that the tunnel has been us«*d 
an escape route by thieves or poten­ 
tial thieves from the north side of the 
freeway 
Lines said the tunnel is “extremely 


frustrating and difficult to control” 
since the only access to it is from San 
Bernardino Avenue in Pomona 
Lines said he would vigorously 
recommend closing the tunnel as an 
escape route 
A recent count revealed 12 children 
southbound in the morning and 9 
southbound in the afternoon, 52 
northbound in the afternoon and nine 
in the morning 
Cook said that installing gates 
would be a solution only il the tunnel 
were located close to a school which 
could lie responsible for locking and 
unlocking the gates 
In other actions, the commission 
recommended that the bike path on 


the west side of Cambridge Avenue 
south of Bonita Avenue be removed 
because it isn t winking 
Cook said that cyclists going north 
use the east side of the street as they 
were trained, and only 60 to 70 per­ 
cent of the southbound traffic use 
the lane 


Residents of Cambridge Avenue 
apartments are opposed to the bike 
path because they feel the berm 
causes problems such as parking.

The berm was part of Cambridge 
Avenue when it was opened last tail 
as a north-south route connecting A r­ 
row Highway with Bonita Avenue

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New urgency 
to privacy issue 


Aside from all its other im plications, the 
Rockefeller Commission s report on illegal ac­ 
tivities by the Central Intelligence Agency has 
given new urgency to the “ privacy issue. 
This is something that concerns every citizen, for 
few of us do not have our names, ranks «income, 
education, et.» and serial numbers Social Security, 
driver's license, et. ) stored in a myriad govern­ 
ment and private files 
So far. the only major legislation in this area, the 
Privacy Act of 1974. deals solely with government- 
compiled information. However, a broad-coverage 
bill has been introduced in the House of Represen­ 
tatives that would do for the private sector what the 
Privacy Act did for the public sector 
Commenting on the proposed legislation Dale H 
Learn, president of Information Science. Inc 
which claims to be the nation s leading designer of 
•‘Human resources systems.” notes that legisla­ 
tion is clearly required to insure that the privacy if 
the individual is not transgressed and to prevent the 
unauthorized and unwarranted use or dissemination 
of employe data He suggests two ways this could 
be done 
1 * Bv setting up tight security systems for keep­ 
ing files under lock and key. whether they are com­ 
puterized or manual. 
2 1 Bv permitting employes to see the information 
in their files so that they may review, question and 
correct it if need be 
But as for the widespread impression — or fear — 
that a lot of the personal information contained in 
corporate and business files is unnecessary and ir­ 
relevant. if not downright false. Learn s experience 
has been that this is not so 
In the 10 years his company has been designing 
employe information systems for many of the na­ 
tion s largest corporations, it has never, he says, 
been asked to include such data as political ac­ 
tivities standing with the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice t redit ratings or the like On the contrary the 
information kept on employes is relevant to the jobs 
they hold and is “ employe originated 
for the most 
part 
The computer. Learn contends, may actually be 
the ke . to the “ repersonalization of society “ The 
computer will enable the movement away from 
treating citizens and employes in impersonal mass 
groups and back toward the individual assessment 
on the basis of qualifications, capabilities and 
preferences ” 
There is a need to prevent erroneous information 
from being immortalized in the computer, he ad­ 
mits. but the collection and use of employe infor­ 
mation have little if anything to do with the right of 
privacy as long as appropriate security measures 
are observed

FBI used burglary, too 


It may be a small step in conserving oil but it 
could be a sizeable leap at solving one part of the 
pollution problem 
This is the pilot program 
launched by a major oil company aimed at en­ 
couraging the proper disposal of used motor oil 
Most car owners have their crankcases drained 
at service stations where the old oil is stored until 
it is hauled away for recycling No problem there 
However a growing number of do it yourselfers 
are changing their oil at home and are either putting 
the discarded oil out with the tra^h or pouring it 
down the sewer This is a problem 
To help solve it Continental Oil Uo recently in­ 
itiated a U'-ed oil disposal program in the 
Minneapolis St Paul area Its stations in the area 
will accept containers of used oil from any motorist 
who wishes to leave them To make things easier, 
the stations offer at cost <33 cents» a special five- 
quarter container for transporting the stuff The 
U'-ed oil is stored in underground tanks at the out­ 
let^ and is later picked up by a recycling firm which 
refines it for other uses 
Another benefit of the program is that the several 
cents a gallon the recycling firm pays for the used 
oil will be donated to local agencies >uch as the 
cancer and heart fund' 
If the program works well m the Twin C ities 
area 
it may be expanded to other parts of the 
country and it is hoped that other oil companies will 
follow the lead

Heartline: I used to get disability benefits but they stop­ 
ped 3 years ago when my condition improved. Now. at age 
tiO. my health is failing again and it looks like I'll have to 
stop work. I remember reading something about not hav­ 
ing to wait five months for the benefits to start if you 
become disabled again. Is that right? A N. 


Answer: In your case. yes. If a worker becomes dis­ 
abled a second time within five years from the time the 
benefits stopped, there is no 5 month waiting period. Your 
benefits would start with the first full month you are dis­ 
abled. If you do have to stop work, reapply for benefits 
right away at your Social Security office. 


Heartline: I am 71 years old. live with my daughter and 
her husband and receive $70 a month from Social 
Security. Would I be eligible for Supplemental Security 
Income? E.F. 


Answer: You may be eligible for SSI depending on 
whether or not you have any other income and the value 
of any property you may own The fact that you live in the 
household of another and that you are receiving Social 
Security benefits would reduce your SSI benefit amount, 
should you be eligible. 


Heartline: Where can I get information about the Sup­ 
plemental Security Income program? G.A. 


Answer: Write, call, or visit any Social Security office 
They will give you literature on the new program and 
answer any questions you might have on eligibility. 


Heartline: Can I continue receiving my Civil Service 
pension if I move to another country after retiring'1 M.C. 


Answer: Annuity checks can be mailed to annuitants 
living in most of the foreign countries. Since there are a 
few restrictions, you should contact the Bureau of Retire­ 
ment. Insurance, and Occupational Health. U.S. Civil Ser­ 
vice Commission. Washington. D C 20515 concerning the 
country in which you would be interested in movinl to

Answer: Yes. Any change in your living arrangements 
should be promptly reported to Social Security as it may 
effect your benefit amount Social Security also needs to 
know your new address to insure correct delivery of your 
checks.

Toad tidbits run the gamut of potentially destruc­ 
tive garden insects. So they are definitely beneficial gar­ 
den pets. They need a secluded retreat during the day and 
you should put up some type of low fencing arrangement, 
since toads tend to wander a bit during their nightly 
forays. 


DEAR DR. MILLER. Is canned cat food which was ac­ 
cidentally put in the freezer safe to use0 —L M. 
DEAR L M.: Presuming the food was left in the freezer 
long enough to bet'ome frozen, your answer would depend 
on the condition of the cans when they were removed 
from the freezer. If the cans' seams were not stretched to 
the point of leakage, the contents should be safe to use 
The food might be slightly less palatable since freezing 
would break down gelatin and starch, if any, within the 
food If only a can or two is involved, it would be safest 
simply to dump them. Otherwise, evaluate each can 
carefully before and after it is opened. Eating spoiled 
food would certainly be more dangerous and more expen 
sive in the long run(s) . . . if treatment were required

It may be unless 
you consider that your sister may be initially attracted to 
(and chooses) canines displaying considerable in­ 
dependence and aggressiveness Odds are, too. she picks 
male dogs mostly, and they’re more likely to be feisty. 
Even though specific pooches are bom, not made, en­ 
vironmental factors and training also play a strong part in 
modifying genetic behavior. A dog raised in a happy en­ 
vironment and receiving firm guidelines in potential 
problem areas will be less likely to develop aggressive

There is such an amount 
of information or misinformation 
around about calories, cholesterol, 
saturated fats, unsaturated fats, 
animal fats, vegetable fats, protein, 
carbohydrates, and sooner or later, 
each substance is the evil one or the 
life saver, depending on who is 
writing or talking about it I am com­ 
pletely confused 
I'd like to know what are the neces­ 
sary substances, what are the 
beneficial ones, and what are the 
harmful ones0 Which ones build the 
body0 Which ones maintain it? 
Which ones destroy it? Am I correct 
in presuming that unsaturated 
(vegetable fats) are good fats and 
saturated fats (animal fats) are the 
harmful ones? 
Is protein the body builder0 If so, 
what type of protein food is 
available, low or without cholesterol, 
which I understand is present in 
large quantities in milk, cheese and 
eggs, which are high protein foods. 
Along the same line, what is the 
difference between processed and 
unprocessed foods, such as cheese 
and flour0 And what exactly does the 
term mean? Ice cream, coffee, tea, 
salt, pepper, gelatin, sugar — do 
th e se su b s ta n c e s h ave any 
nutritional value? Do they have any 
harmful effects? Are there any 
guidelines along which one could dis­ 
cover just what has gone into a 
product, and this way conclude for 


him self w hether the item is 
beneficial or harmful0 I believe my 
ignorance and confusion over the 
subject is evident. Can you inform 
me? 
DEAR READER - The first step 
to knowledge is confusion I can t 
answer all your questions in one 
column I will say that your letter ex­ 
emplifies the general confusion of 
the public today. I’m crusading, you 
might say. for increasing people’s 
knowledge of health — the big gap is 
in our educational system It does 
seem to me that one of the most im­ 
portant things a person should learn, 
to cope with living, is how his own 
body works and how to take care ol 
it. What could be more relevant, if I 
may use that word? Most of our 
school systems have little time 
devoted to this most important basic 
knowledge The young people are in 
terested, too, I have learned from 
my mail They are like you and can t 
get solid information 
The subject is large You will need 
to understand how food is processed 
or, as you say, what does what do to 
what 1 have written two books on 
these topics. Don’t buy them, just go 
to th e lib ra ry and ask for 
“Metabolic«: 
Rutting Your Food 
Energy to Work" (Harper and Row, 
1974 > for information on processing 
your food, and “ What You Need to 
Know About Food and Cooking For 
Health" (Viking Press. 1973) for in­ 
formation on food items, preparation 
and food values You will find most 
of the questions you have raised dis- 


the 
cussed in those two books and 
scientific reasons involved. 
I would like to comment lhat, 
while it is generally believed that 
saturated fats are more likely to 
cause a rise m cholesterol levels, too 
much fat of any kind is not con­ 
sidered good And. you can use for­ 
tifies! skim milk or low fat cottage 
cheese as a good source of protein 
without getting any significant 
amounts of fat or cholesterol in your 
diet.

flig h ts from 
Anchorage to Houston and 
D allas. Y ellow school 
buses ferry tourists around 
the Arctic Ocean oil fields, 
and vehicles with outsized 
balloon tires roll over tun­ 
dra until recently reserved 
for the elk and the Eskimo 
The signs are every­ 
where. Divorce complaints 
rose 25 per cent last year in 
Fairbanks, and housing 
vacancies are almost a 
m yth. Unem ploym ent 
ranges from 7 per cent in 
summer to 11 per cent in 
winter, and school lunches 
went from 55 cents to 90 
cents in the past three 
years. 
And telephones. If the 
state had a theme song, it 
would be set to the rhythm 
of a busy signal. 
It is called “ pipeline im­ 
pact” here, and it is only 
beginning 
It already is 
straining social services 
and institutions, and it will 
largely determine the eco­ 
nomic future of the land 
called Aleyeska. “ the 
great land,' by the Aleuts. 
Th e 
tra n s- A la s k a 
pipeline is the largest 
private construction pro­ 
ject in the nation's history. 
At a cost of $6.1 billion, a 
consortium of eight major 
oil companies is stringing a 
48-inch steel straw from 
the Prudhoe Bay oil field, 
on Alaska's North Slope, 
the rim of the A rctic 
Ocean, to Valdez, an ice 
free port on Alaska's south 
coast. It will cross two 
mountain 
ranges, 
the 
never-before-spanned Y u- 
kon River and 798 miles. 
After six years of plann­ 
ing and controversy, the 
first pipe was laid this spr­ 
ing. In Ju ly 1977, the 
schedule says, 1.2 million 
barrels of crude oil a day 


will begin flowing through 
the pipeline. It will go to a 
country that now uses 17.5 
million barrels a dav. 


Around 10.000 people now 
are working on various 
phases of pipeline con­ 
struction — driving earth 
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movers, 
welding pipe, 
building storage tanks and 
pump stations and work 
camps 
By midsummer 
there will be 14.200 well- 
paid w orkers on the 
pipeline. 
But though there are 
jobs, there are not enough 
jobs. Thousands of men 
and hundreds of women 
have arrived, most jobless, 
homeless — a few hundred 
dollars in their pockets. 
With the economy slump­ 
ing elsewhere, what of­ 
ficials fear now is a flood 
of job seekers from out­ 
side 
in one day last week, 
we got over 1.200 applica­ 
tions in the mail and about 
50 walk-ins in the lobby, 
said E L. Patton, president 
of Alyeska Pipeline Ser­ 
vice Co., the organization 
set up by the oil companies 
to build the pipeline. “ Peo­ 
ple outside don't realize 
this is a union project. 
The lure of the pipeline is 
jobs, good paying jobs A 
union laborer, with no 
special skills, makes $10.35 


an hour. With guaranteed 
overtime and a seven-day 
work week, he can clear 
$525 a week after taxes. If 
he stays in one of the con­ 
struction camps along the 
pipeline route, he lives and 
eats, eats very well, free of 
charge 
So people come, and with 
them the changes. Valdez, 
a few years ago an incon­ 
spicuous fishing village, 
has watched its population 
triple to 3.300 since last 
spring. Homebuilders pay 
$10,000 for small box lots 
that recently sold for $450 
And the town just got its 
first ice cream parlor. 
Private homes have been 
converted into rooming 
houses in Fairbanks, the 
only inland city near the 
pipeline route. Men pay $10 
a night to sleep on one of 
five bunks in a living room 
Sharing one bathroom with 
45 others is not a problem 
because everybody works 
different shifts, the 
landlord says 
The pipeline brought a

$900 million down payment 
into the state — fees paid 
by the oil companies for 
drilling rights at Prudhoe 
Bay. “The $900 million has 
been eaten up,” Gov. Jay 
Harmond says simply. It 
went or will go for social 
services, sanitation pro­ 
jects, stronger police 
forces and other things 
Alaskans used to think they 
didn't need. 
The pipeline is still the 
Golden Goose. Alyeska has 
guaranteed another 1800 
million will be paid native 
Alaskans for filling 3,500 
pipeline jobs over the next 


four years. The state legis­ 
lature this month approved 
a property tax on oil and 
gas reserves that could 
generate up to $250 million 
a vear until 1978. 
After that, the state will 
derive revenue on every 
barrel of oil that flows 
through the pipeline — up 
to $1 billion a year in 1980. 
Nevada, by comparison, 
made $51 million last year 
from its legalized gambl- 


With more people and 
more money coming into 
the state, the spiral is up­ 
ward — prices, wages and 
everything else. Milk is 


close to $3 a gallon in Fair­ 
banks and a small can of 
tuna costs 73 cents in 
Anchorage, where garbage 
men now make $18,000 a 
year under a new contract. 
By 1980. the state will need 
four more embalmers and 
72 new judges. There are 
nine embalmers now, and 
141 judges. 
The governor, a former 
hunting guide, has ap­ 
pointed an llm em b er 
Growth Policy Council to 
help guide the state into 
the future The council was 
told r e c e n t l y by an 
economist: “There is no 
way the state can receive 


and spend the money (oil 
revenues) that doesn’t re­ 
sult in growth.”

each week at Prospect 
Creek Camp while she 
can’t find a head of lettuce 
to feed the kids. 
Or the woman who calls 
three plumbers to come fix 
her washing machine and 
has to settle for a high 
school boy, who knows 
nothing about motors, 
because each call brought 
a response: “I’m sorry, 
but he’s on the Slope 
working.” 
“You can’t even get a de­ 
cent drink in this town,” 
grumbled one Fairbanks 
r e s i d e n t .

the 
bartenders are driving 
trucks." 
But whatever the costs, 
the pipeline continues. A 
360-mile first-ever, all­ 
season road has been

Beard was the only player under 
par after three rounds over the 7.032- 
yard Medinah Country Club course, a 
tame and tihid kitten of a layout for 
the first two day s play but a snarling 
tiger in the 90-degree heat and high 
humidity that marked Saturday’s ac­ 
tion 
It sent them all—all but the 
enigm atic Beard—stumbling in 
shocked dis ay, head-shaking frustra­ 
tion. bitter exasperation reeling back 
in the pack 
Even the mighty Jack Nickulaus 
couldn’t escape.The Masters cham­ 
pion, the holder of 15 major titles, 
the greatest player the game has 
known saw his improbable dream of 
a modem Grand Slam fade and all 
but disappear on the strength of a 75, 
four-over-par that left him seven 
shots back with only 18 holes to play. 
"It was just one of those days when 
vou never get it going, never develop 
a swing.” said Nicklaus. "The

Today, San Francisco 
Giants owner Horace 
Stoneham appears to have 
a dying baseball franchise 
on his hands. But maybe 
not for long. 
The team is still for 
sale I ve been talking to 
several people and would 
hope an agreement could 
be reached before the 
season ends,’’ the 72-year- 
old club owner said in an 
in te rv ie w 
b e fo re 
a 
midweek game which drew 
a crowd of 1,851 fans on a 
cold and overcast day. 
“ Some of the people 
interested in buying the 
team say they want to keep 
it here Others—at least in 
the back of their minds— 
I'm sure are thinking of 
moving 
it.’’ Stoneham 
said, adding he has no in­ 
tention of working with 
new owners unless possibly 
in an advisory capacity. 
“ If the people don’t start 
coming out to the games 
soon, the team will have to 
move,” says Willie Mon­ 
tanez. the first baseman 
who didn t realize how bad 
things were at Candlestick 
Park until the P h ila ­ 
delphia Phillies traded him 
to the Giants 
“ They just won't come 
out. period.'' concluded 
pitcher John Montefusco, 
convinced one week ago by 
a turnout of 4.890 fans on a 
sunny Saturday afternoon 
The Giants, who drew a 


major league low of 519,000 
customers last year, won’t 
come near that total this 
year at the rate they're go­ 
ing A 10-date homestand 
which ended Wednesday 
attracted less than 50,000, 
with the 32-date total for 
the season creeping to 


220.000. 
Stoneham reported a $1.7 
million loss last year to 
stockholders of the parent 
National Exhibition Co., 
and he owns almost 70 per 
cent of the stock. Bank 
loans are keeping the Gi­ 
ants going 
Stoneham wants to sell 
all the company’s assets, 
including an Arizona hotel 
which is used as spring 
training headquarters and 
property in suburban Min­ 
neapolis, and has an asking 
price of about $18 million 
for the package 
San Francisco financier 
Robert Lurie, a member of 
the company's board of 
directors, immediately ex­ 
pressed interest in the 
Giants when Stoneham an­ 
nounced in early May he 
was willing to sell. But 
Lurie has made no offer 
“ I ’m still 
interested, 
however.’’ said Lurie, who 
added that his intention as 
owner would be to try to 
make a success of the 


operation here. 
A Japanese group also is 
interested in the team, 
“ but has made no con­ 
crete offer,’’ according to 
Stoneham. 
Anvone interested in 
moving the Giants to New 
Orleans, Seattle or any 
other open territory— 
presumably not Japan— 
would have to find a way to 
get out of the long-term 
le a se at city-ow n ed 
Candlestick. 
And there's no guarantee 
that other National League 
owners would approve a 
move. They could urge new 
owners to stay, trying to 
force Charles O. Finley,

“ B u t som e people 
probably would be willing 
to take the gamble they 
could move the club,’’ 
Stoneham said

The 1975 home atten­ 
dance of the A’s, playing on 
the other side of San Fran­ 
cisco Bay, is almost double 
that of the Giants now, and 
the world champs appear 


to have a good chance of 
hitting one million for the 
second time since moving 
West from Kansas City in 
1968.

“ 100 per 
cent better for both the 
players and the fans, 
in 
the opinion of former Giant 
Bobby Bonds, now with the 
New York Yankees. 
But the Giants, despite 
their recent lean years at 
the box office and in the 
standings, have a superior 
local radio-television 
setup, worth about $1 mil­ 
lion a year. 
“ The ratings remain 
good and the sponsors, as 
far a I know, are happy,” 
says A1 Michaels, the play- 
by-play announcer who

’’should not and need not 
be antimale.” she said. 
‘‘Women are not adver­ 
saries, the enemies of 
men. but th eir equal 
partners.” 
She said the Oriental 
woman “ has not sacrificed 
her fem ininity to in ­ 
dividualism but has rather 
enhanced it with partici­ 
pation. She has not striven 
for a sterile status but has 
preferred to play her true 
role in nature and human 
society.” 
In an interview Thurs­ 
day, Mrs. Sadat said the 
emancipation of woman 
"should not become a com­ 
petition against man or 
into the kind of extremism 
that it has in the United 
States ” 
She said emancipation 
should not wreck the com 
panionship 
betw een 
women and men because 
"the two need and com­ 
plement each other. 
‘‘It should not break up 
families because the fami­ 
ly is the nucleus of society. 
It should take place in 
complete harmony. 
"As long as women get 
their rights and freedoms,

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'Give 'em Hell, Harry' craze is growing 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo. 
(AP) — Harry S. Truman 
always figured you ought 
to wait « til a man Is dead 
before you think about put­ 
ting up a monument to 
him. It was hs way of say­ 
ing don’t judge too quickly. 
Well, Truman has been 
dead only 2 Mi years and 
already he’s getting the 
best kind of monument 
there is: people are think­ 
ing most kindly these days 
about Harry Truman. 
All kinds of people. In all 
kinds of ways. 
K ids, w ho’ve never 
heard of a whistlestop, are 
wearing T-shirts proclaim­ 
ing “Give ’Em Hell, Har­ 
ry.” Teen-agers, not yet 
born when Truman was 
president, but much aware 
of Watergate, made a hit of 
a musical lament that 
America needs Truman. 
“We’d love to hear you 
speak your mind 
“ In plain and simple 
ways, 
“Call a spade a spade 
“Just like you did back in 
the days 
“When you would play 
piano, each morning walk 
a mile 
“Speak of what was go­ 
ing down, with honesty and 
style.” 
T heir 
p a r e n t s , 
remembering the shock of 
learning Harry Who? 
replaced Franklin Roose­ 
v e lt 
as 
p r e s i d e n t , 
remembering the Cold War 
and Korea, are packing the 
house at e v e r y per­ 
formance of a one-man 
play about Truman. Two 
recent books, one by 
T r u m a n ’s d a u g h t e r , 
Margaret, have been best 
sellers. 
And 
le a d in g 
the 
R e m e m b e r 
Trum an 
brigade is none other than 
Gerald Ford, President of 
the United States, who was 
one of only 10 Republican 
first-termers to win elec­ 
tion to Congress in 1948 
when there was a single 
overriding campaign is­ 
sue: Truman. 
Ford was so delighted 
1 after seeing actor James 
Whitmore portray Truman 
that he mounted the stage 
and told the audience: 
“ Everyone here knows 
I've known and admired 
Mr. Truman for 25 years, 
but tonight I learned some 
new things All of it in­ 
creased my admiration for 
him.” 
It seem s the whole 
country has been learning 
new things about the Man 
from Missouri, who held a 
pollster s record for low 
popularity in office. 
“ We 
c o u ld 
h av e 
predicted it,” says Dr 
Benedict Zobrist, director 
of the Truman Library 
“ People are looking for an 
honest man who had in­ 
tegrity Not that he didn t 
have his faults, but here is 
a man even the younger 
generation can identify 
with ” 
In St Louis, there is a 
man who makes his living 
by guessing what the 
younger generation will 
identify with 
Max Scharf, a manufac­ 
turer of decorated T-shirts, 
saw a piece of the Whit­ 


more play “Give ’Em Hell, 
H arry,” on CBS’s 60- 
m i n u t e s . S o m e t h i n g 
clicked and be ordered his 
production 
department 
into action. 
“Nostalgia is very hot 
for us,” says Scharf. “You 
can do so much with Har­ 
ry.” Result: a passable 
line drawing of HST and 
the slogan, naturally, 
“Give ’Em Hell, Harry,” 
on T-shirts. 
The renewed interest in 
Truman shows itself in 
other ways. The Truman 
Library, not exactly in the 
travel path to Disneyland, 
the mountains or the 
beaches, has had such an 
increase in visitors that 
it's extending its summer 
hours. 
Librarians report a run 
on Truman books, a movie 
is about to go into produc­ 
tion, another play is in the 
w o r k s, a t e l e v i s i o n 
retrospective is planned. 
T he 
n u m b er 
of 
r e ­ 
searchers delving into 
documents at the Truman 
library is growing. 
“There’s no question in 
my mind what did it — 
Watergate," says Ned 
Chase, the editor of Merle 
M i lle r ’s 
book about 
Truman, entitled “Plain 
Speaking.” 
The Miller book, coin­ 
ciding with the start of 
Nixon's second term in 
1973, set the publishing in­ 
dustry on its ear. It sold 
m ore than two m illion 
copies. 


Another 
biography, 
“Harry S. Truman,” by 
d a u g h t e r 
M a r g a r e t 
Truman Daniel, was a 
blend 
of 
p e r s o n a l 
reminiscence, history and 
biography. It preceded Mil­ 
ler’s by a few months and 
sold more than one million 
copies. A spokesman for 
Putnam, the publisher, cal­ 
led it a “raging best sel­ 
ler.” 
Publication nearly 
coincided with Truman’s 
death on Dec. 26, 1972. 


Mrs. Daniel says she 
doesn't know the reason 
for the nostalgia about her 
father, and Watergate pos­ 
sibly is as good an explana­ 
tion as any. 
“This started happening 
before he died,” she says. 
“ I was very glad he lived 
to see this ’’ 
It wasn’t nostalgia then, 
she added, but a re- 
e v a l u a t i o n 
of 
hi s 
presidency. 
Re-evaluation might not 
be the proper phrase In 
some minds it would be a 
complete turnabout 
Truman's popularity had 
sunk to 22 per cent in his 
last year as president. “To 
err is Truman,'' was a pop­ 
ular phrase 
He had survived such ups 
and downs before. Before 
he became vice president 
he was referred to as The 
S enator from P ender- 
gast,” a reference to the 
corrupt political boss who 
nurtured his nse. In 1946, 
when 
a 
d i v i d e d 
D e m o c r a t i c 
p a r t y 
nominated him at 2 a m , 
there were signs in the 
hall, “ We're just Mild 
about Harry ” 
Historians still tend to 


look at his administration 
with a jaundiced eye. They 
blame him for the Cold 
War that has affected 
American relations with 
Communist nations ever 
since. They still argue over 
his decision to drop the 
first atomic bomb and they 
assail his dropping the se­ 
cond. 
The reassessment seems 
to focus more on the man 
than his actions. 
Dan Fennell, a Kansas 
City political insider, says, 
“Nobody's making a god 
out of him, but people 
yearn for truth in govern­ 
ment and honest prin­ 
ciples. We are all looking 
for a man whose word is 
good.” 
That’s the theme of the 
song “ Harry Truman,” 
recorded by the rock group 


Chicago. It recalls the 33rd 
president for the younger 
generation in the same 
way the books and play do 
for their elders. 
Robert Lamm, singer 
and s o n g w r i t e r w ith 
Chicago, says he wrote the 
song during the Watergate 
trial after reading Miller’s 
book and Truman’s two 
volumes of memoirs. 
He was impressed with 
Truman’s idealism, “the 
same kind of golden rule 
our grandparents lived by 
and tied to teach us.” 
The kids reacted to the 
song by buying it in respec­ 
t a b l e 
n u m b e r s . 
At 
Chicago's concerts, Lamm 
says, “ It's been getting an 
incredible response. When 
we do the last chorus, we 
h e a r , c ompl e t e l y un­ 
prompted, a lot of voices 


singing along in the 
audience. And while the 
audience is singing along, 
we unfurl two American 
flags from the ceiling and 
hit them with lights. Peo­ 
ple just stand up and salute 
almost.” 
Since Truman always 
cared about the youth of 
the nation, he might have 
been pleased to see what 
prompts the response. It’s 
these words: 
“ America’s calling Har­ 
ry Truman. 
“ Harry, you’d know 
what to do. 
“The world is turning, 
turning round 
“ And losing lots of 
ground. 
“Oh, Harry, is there 
something we can do 
“To save the land that 
we love.”

Bounds back after economic uncertainty 
Renewed hope gets market rolling again 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
stock market, bogged down 
in p r o fit ta k in g and 
econom ic 
u n c ertain ty 
since early May, got roll­ 
ing again this past week 
with a sharp and broadly 
based rally. 
The chief catalysts for 
the upsurge were evidence 
of easing 
inflation, re­ 
newed hopes for an im­ 
proving economy, and talk 
from the White House of 
giving private industry a 
place in the production of 
nuclear fuel. 
The Dow Jones average 
of 30 industrials climbed 
30 97 to 855 44, moving 
within hailing distance of 
its 1975 closing high of 
858 73 on May 14. 
Standard 
& Poor's 500- 
stock index advanced 2.09 
to 92.61. and the New York 
Stock Exchange composite 
index was up 1 20 to 49.39 
Advances 
overpowered 
declines 1.234 to 55 among 


the 2.027 issues changing 
hands on the NYSE. 
Big Board volume picked 
up speed, averaging 19 88 
million shares a day com­ 
pared with 18.46 million 
the week before. 
The strong show ing 
came despite some shock 
effects early in the week 
from Du Pont’s forecast 
that its second-quarter 
earnings would be sharply 
lower than they were in the 
comparable 
period 
last 
year. 
As of midday Wednes­ 
day. the Dow showed a 
negative reading for the 
week before it began to 
pick 
up some forw ard 
momentum. 
When it did. brokers 
found several reasons — 
perhaps the most intriguing 
of which was the word 
from the White House that 
the 
Ford 
administration 
was considering proposing 
a bill to put future nuclear 


fuel production facilities in 
the hands of the private 
sector. 
The government would 
reportedly retain control of 
three existing facilities for 
enriching uranium, if the 
plan were enacted 
Whatever 
other 
issues 
the proposal raised, one 
broker said he believed the 
idea would logically appeal 
to the financial community 
and investors who shared 
its economic philosophies 
for three reasons: 
“ F irs t, 
it would do 
something to resolve our 
energy problems. Second, 
it would be done better by 
industry than it would be 
by government; and third, 
it would give somebody a 
chance to m ake some 
money." 
By 
F rid a y m orning, 
there were at least two 
other factors working for 
the market — the govern­ 
ment’s report that the rise 


of consumer prices slowed 
in May. and a Conference 
B oard g ro u p 's re p o rt 
suggesting that a marked 
economic recovery was in 
prospect for the next 18 
months. 
Of particular note in the 
consumer price report was 
the news that the increase 
in prices of non-food items 
was the slowest in 
20 
months. The non-food group 
is watched closely by ob­ 
servers looking for signs of 
trends because it is con­ 
sidered less prone to 
volatile short term swings 
than food costs. 
With that kind of news to 
work with, the Dow gained 
17.52 points Thursday and 
another 10.09 on Friday.

BOB BARKER-DEAN OF GAME SHOW EMCEES' 


“I get paid f«r making other people funny.” 
T he line pretty w ell sums up the career of Boh Barker, who is 
today the acknowledged dean of television’s game show emcees He 
is also the most-seen star in the medium's history and his new three- 
year, million-dollar-plus contract wjth * BS as emcee of The Price 
Is Right also makes him the highest salaried emcee in that same 
history. 
Barker has for the past 18 jears been the witty host of the five-a- 
week Truth or Consequences, TV’s longest running audience par­ 
ticipation show, and will continue t*'r two more years with shows 
already taped even though ' 1 or C " has now finally, ceased produc­ 
tion. He has been doing The Price Is Right for the past three years, 
has emceed both the "Miss U.S.A.” and “ Miss Universe" beauty 
pageants for the past nine years and the “Tournam ent ol Roses 
Parade” for CBS and " I he Indianapolis 500 Parade" for six. 
T o Barker, it's all a breeze — but so is an appendectomy to a 
trained surgeon 
It you have a son," he says, only half-kiddingly, 
"raise him to be an emcee If he’s a good one. he’ll always have a job. 
But the audience participation show,” he goes on, "is as much in 
short supply as are the trained emcees to handle them. There is a 
subtle but very distinct difference between the audience participation 
show and the game show. In the latter, it’s the game that carries the 
show. In the former, it’s the contestant — and it’s the emcee who 
makes or breaks him. I hat’s what I mean when I say that only 
rarely are people funny. It takes an experienced emcee to make a 
contestant funny, and, most important, to do it without hurting 
him or exposing him to ridicule. 
“It isn’t eas> t«»day for young people to gam that kind of exper­ 
ience. Radio stations, where a youngster years ago had a crack at 
doing every kind of job, now pretty well restrict themselves to music, 
news and sports.” Barker’s earliest years would seem to have had no 
bearing whatever on his later broadcasting career. Born in Darring- 
ton, Wash , he spent an idyllic boyhood on the Rosebud Indian 


Reservation in Mission, S.D., where his mother was a teacher and 
later County Superintendent of Schools. Mission had a population 
of some 200 and Bob had a Tom Sawyer existence — fishing, swim­ 
ming, horseback riding and a priceless education in Indian culture 
and traditions from his Indian playmates. (He is, in fact, one-eighth 
Indian himself.) 
He attended high school in Springfield, Mo., where his family had 
eventually moved, and got his first taste of broadcasting when he 
handled the public address system during the school’s football games 
After graduating suninia cum laude from Drury College and be­ 
coming a navy fighter pilot during World War II, Barker married his 
childhood sweetheart, Dorothy Jo Gideon, and got a job “doing 
everything" at a local Springfield radio station. Including hosting 
audience participation shows 
In 1950, after a brief interlude with a Florida radio station, the 
Barkers Ux>k otf for Hollywood and within a week Bob found him­ 
self emceeing his own show. The Bob Barker Show, on KWIK, a 
pint-si/ed radio station in Burbank Six years later, Ralph Edwards, 
the creator and host of Truth or Consequences, stumbled across The 
Bob Barker Show on his car radio Edwards was impressed both by 
the quality of Bob’s voice and his friendly, natural style.

MR. ROONEY GOES TO DINNER’ 


C B S News writer-producer Andrew A. Rooney, whose acerbic, 
entertaining observations ot government bureaucracy werc recentiy 
seen on the C B S News Special "M r. Rooney G o es to Washington, 
now takes his palate and a film crew to some of America s typical 
and atypical restaurants, observing in his own special way how 
Americans eat when they eat out, where they go and why, on 
Mr. 
Rooney G oes to Dinner." a C B S News Special Tuesday at 101 M^ 
F or his candid study of the American way of dining out, Rooney 


sampled the cuisines of more than 75 restaurants in 12 cities, in­ 
cluding Los Angeles, Seattle, Chicago, New York, and New Orleans. 
They ranged from the most expensive establishments, such as the 
Palace in New Y ork, where a minimum tab com es to nearly $70.00 
per person, without liquor but including tip, to fast-food chains, a 
variety of ethnic eateries and "them e" type restaurants, which fea­ 
ture unusual decors. 
What makes customers frequent certain restaurants.’ Rooney 
found that the quality of the food was not necessarily the reason. 
“ It’s easier to find an acceptable restaurant today than it was. say, 
ten years a go ," he comments, “ but it’s harder to find a good one. 
Today, a restaurant can attract as many people because it looks like 
a pirate ship as it can because it has a good chef." 
In addition to looking at why people choose particular restaurants. 
Rooney explores what restaurants do to attract the customers. And, 
in spite of the wide variety of eating places included in his sampler, 
Rooney found many similarities prevailing. lak e , for instance, the 
menu: "M ost restaurants have a preference for using certain terms 
to describe their dishes. Among the most frequently used words are 
tangy,’ ‘topped with.’ ‘succulent,’ ‘choice morsels o f’ and ‘zesty, 
notes Rooney. 
. 
"Since a restaurant makes more money on liquor than on tood. 
it’s easy to get a waiter to take your drink order, but hard to get his 
attention to tell him what you want to eat.” 
T h e chefs: " Y o u wonder how some of them really feel about their 
cooking when they know the restaurant’s main attraction is the view 
from the top floor.” And the wines: 
" If you can afford the wine, it probably isn’t very good. 
"M r. Rooney G oes to Dinner" also looks behind the scenes ot 
eating out. At a convention of the National Restaurants Association, 
some of the artificiality o f the food business com es to light-~|he 
stretchers, tenderizers. softeners, thickeners and other agents which 
Rooney wryly describes as "articles that help restaurants make it 
by cheating.”

I was early summer, 1969. A stro­ 
naut Frank Borman, his wife and 
sons were winding up a tour of 
Russia. During the long flight hack to 
M oscow, Borman turned to his hosts, 
Soviet cosmonaut Ghcrmain Titov and 
Dr. Boris Petrov, chairman o f the 
USSR Academy of Sciences C om m it­ 
tee on Manned Space Flight, and made 
a momentous proposal: that the U.S. 
and the USSR fly a manned mission 
together. 
In a way, Borman’s trip through 
Russia (he was the first U.S. astronaut 
ever so honored) marked the end of 
the first decade of heated space com ­ 
petition. The Russians, after vowing to 
beat us to the m oon, now knew they 
had lost, after'the repeated test failures 
of their giant moon rocket. What they

did not know for sure was that the 
U.S. knew of the failures. The decks 
had already been cleared for N eil Arm­ 
strong and Buzz Aldrin of A pollo 11 to 
perform the first manned landing two 
months later. Before leaving the United 
States, Borman had gotten the ap­ 
proval of Henry Kissinger and the 
V\ hite House to approach the Russians. 
As commander of Apollo 8, Borman 
had led the U.S. team that daringly 
flew the first spacecraft to circle the 
moon six months ahead of schedule, 
when it looked as though the Russians 
were about to beat us. 


Borman felt then, as he does now, 
that cooperation in space might lead 
to detente on earth. After the initial 
agreements, the joint space flight, chris-. 


tened A STP— for Apollo-Soyuz Test 
Project— w as approved. 
The flight has much in it for both 
nations. It enables N A SA to fly an­ 
other A pollo m ission at minimal ex­ 
pense— since the Saturn rocket and 
A pollo spacecraft are leftovers from 
th e m o o n p ro g ra m — thus keeping 
launch team s and astronauts together 
for the forthcom ing U.S. space shuttle 
in the late ’7 0 ’s and early ’80s. The 
total cost to the U .S. is about $175,- 
000,000— o f w hich som e $25,000,000 
is for the docking m odule built by the 
U .S. that will link Soyuz and Apollo 
in orbit. 
By com bining engineering 
ideas, a better docking adapter has 
been built than either the U.S. or Rus­ 
sia had before. T he adapter makes res­ 
cue a possibility, not just a pipe dream, 
should astronauts o f any nation get 
trapped in orbit on future space flights. 
From the Russians’ point of view, the 
flight soothes their feelings after hav­ 
ing lost the lunar race. It enables them 
to convince the world that they're on a 
par with U .S. technology— which they 
are not. T hey’re at least a decade be­ 
hind in boosters and spacecraft. As for 
those w ho feel the U.S. is giving 
away technological secrets 
nonsense'

The real triumph o f AS IP is the 
spirit o f cooperation that has risen 
above language and technological dif­ 
ferences.

The U.S. and the USSR are already 
holding prelim inary talks on possible 
follow-up missions.

The 
Russians gave in. and in late April the 
U.S. prim ary and backup crews, with 
no cam eras allow ed, w ere ta k en 
through T yuratam . ( The Russians, by 
the way, have always called Tyuratam 
by the nam e of Baikonur, a small city 
135 miles away. T hey seemed to think 
this would throw the U.S. off about 
where their spaceport actually is. In 
reality, via reconnaissance satellites 
and electronic wizardry, the U.S. has 
known about l yuratam for 15 years.) 
W hen you sit inside the tiny Soyuz 
spacecraft, as this reporter did recently, 
you get a new appreciation of the cour­ 
age of Soviet pilots. It is cram ped and, 
by U.S. standards, prim itive in its con­ 
trols. It works well most of the time, 
but the Russians have lost four men 
returning from orbit on two Soyuz 
flights. The U.S. has lost none. 
All things considered, Apollo is by 
far the m ore versatile and reliable 
spacecraft. But it was built for the far 
m ore dangerous, complex lunar mis­ 
sion, where no one could help if trou­ 
ble developed. U.S. astronauts con­ 
sider Soyuz m ore or less adequate 
for short earth-orbital missions, but 
they don't exactly get excited about 
launching in it. Ironically, the recent 
failure of Soyuz 18 was the best veri­ 
fication of Soyuz safety. The launch 
booster failed to achieve orbital ve­ 
locity and the Soyuz was aborted, using 
its escape tower. The crew landed 
safely 1,000 miles dow n range from 
Tyuratam and only a few hundred 
miles from China. Col. Anatoly Filip- 
chenko. the AS I P backup com m ander 
who flew the Soyuz 17 rehearsal mis­ 
sion, told me at Star C ity that this was 
the first tim e the escape tow er had 
been tested, and the Soviet cosm onauts 
were elated that it worked perfectly. 
Sitting on a shelf in Aleksei Leonov’s 
apartm ent in Star City is a half-em pty 
bottle of vodka that all five pilots of 
the ASTP mission drank from , sealed, 
and then signed their names on the 
label. That was at their farewell eve­

1. The length of a man’s hair tells a lot 
about his attitude, outlook and general 
personality. 
2. The all-important first impression a 
man makes on people depends to a 
large extent on whether he’s a blond, 
brunet or redhead. 
3. What a man’s hair length tells you 
about him depends as much on your 
haircut as his. 
4. Nervousness or emotional conflict 
causes some people to literally “tear 
their hair.” 


ANSWERS 


1. True. Investigators at Utah State 
University divided college men into 
two groups: those with hair above their 
shoulders and those with hair below 
their shoulders. All were subjected to 
a battery of standard personality tests. 
Marked differences in character, out­ 
look and general attitude were found 
between the two groups. The hair- 
above-the-shoulders students w ere 
much more interested in the opinions 
and ideas of others, from whom they 
felt they could learn, and sought to 
profit by the examples of the success­ 
ful and to avoid the mistakes of the 
failures. They were inclined to adjust 
and adapt to conditions rather than to 
rock the boat. Students in the hair- 
helow-the-shouldcrs group “placed sig­ 
nificantly greater value on indepen­ 
dence, and significantly less value on 
conformity and recognition. They were 
somewhat isolated from others and not 
as strongly influenced by their author­ 
ity." They were also disinterested in 
any rewards that might threaten or 
compromise their independence. 
2. 7 rue— according to psychological 
studies conducted by a team of inves­ 
tigators on men and women students 
at two Midwestern colleges. Subjects 
were shown colored slides of male 
faces of various types. Each facial type 
was shown first with blond hair, next 
with dark, then as a redhead. Findings: 
Blonds scored the highest ratings in 
terms of such valued attributes as kind­ 
ness, compassion and consideration for 
others. The same faces when depicted 


with dark hair were judged superior in 
terms of being vigorous, tough-minded 
men of action. Contrary to expecta­ 
tions, the redheaded models impressed 
the subjects less favorably than the 
blonds or brunets. 
3. True. A team of behavioral special­ 
ists at the University of Arizona made 
an interesting psychological experi­ 
ment. A long-haired subject was intro­ 
duced to a class that included long- 
and short-haired students. They were 
told that “the examiners wished to 
study how people can ‘infer,’ or esti­ 
mate, patterns of behavioral traits and 
of abnormal behavior from very brief 
encounters . . . and that the subject— 
‘Bill’— had volunteered to assist, since 
recently ‘he spent some time in a psy­ 
chiatric ward.’” “Bill” read a brief 
neutral statement about himself and 
then was allowed to depart. He was 
then given a short haircut, and the 
experiment was conducted again with 
classes of long- and short-haired stu­ 
dents. Results: The short-haired stu­ 
dents rated the long-haired “Bill" as 
the sickest— the most likely to be schiz­ 
ophrenic, anxiety-ridden, paranoid, etc. 
On the other hand, members of the 
classes with long hair judged the 
short-haired “Bill” the sickest. 
4. True. When feeling d is tra u g h t or 
frustrated, some people will absently 
pluck hair after hair from their head 
without realizing what they are doing. 
Specialists in human behavior term this 
penchant for hair-plucking trichotil­ 
lomania. It is almost like nail-biting. 
Methods of breaking the habit run a 
gamut that includes greasing the hair 
so the person can’t get a grip on it, of­ 
fering rewards, etc. A psychological 
study at the University of Manitoba 
indicates that this hair-removing habit 
can be effectively coped with if the 
person is made acutely aware of what 
he is doing. This was done by instruct­ 
ing the subject to chart the number of 
hairs pulled daily for seven days, and 
to save them and place them in enve­ 
lopes daily.

The “Family Doctor'* Is Back! 
(And They’re Calling Him a New Specialise

ou may have heard of it. 
There is a new specialty 
in medicine called fam ­ 
ily practice. It has come into 
being not because other spe­ 
cialities have lost their allure, 
but because the A m erican 
Academy 
of 
Family 
Physi­ 
cians recently made the idea of 
specializing in family medicine 
attractive to m edical-school 
graduates, and more and more 
new d o ctors are recogn izin g 
that the “ whole person" is as 
important to care for as are 
special 
parts of the human 
anatomy. 
There has been a cry for the 
return 
of 
the 
old-fashioned 
“ horse and b u ggy ’ 
fam ily 
medic for a long time. Leaving 
this dream behind, many of us 
have wished that the autom o­ 
bile age could at least make it 
possible to have a doctor avail­ 
able not only in a conveniently 
placed office and hospital, but 
at a patient’s home, when it is 
difficult for him to get to a 
doctor. 
Now. this is coming true. 
The "general practitioner" has 
been put at the low end of the 
medical totem pole for too 
long. Today there are all kinds 
of residency program s for those 
who want to become family 
specialists. Film s, cassette tapes, 
classroom and hospital practice 
teach these residents to become 
aware of their patients as both 
individuals and family mem­ 
bers. Such doctors learn to be 
come 
concerned 
with 
every 
facet of a patient’s family life 
and problems. The only other 
specialist who approaches this 
concept of the "whole 
man is 
the internist, but he does not 
usually take on the family s 
problems as well. 
One reason general practice 
lost out to specialties was be­ 
cau se m any m edical-school

graduates 
were 
afraid 
they 
would not be able to encom­ 
pass the broad scope of knowl­ 
edge required of a family doc­ 
tor.

Therefore, in an effort to 
remedy this problem, the Amer- 


ican Board of Medical Special­ 
ties established Family Practice 
as medicine’s 20th specialty in 
February. 1969. The American 
Academy of Family Physicians 
was the primary sponsoring or­ 
ganization, and, assisted by the 
American Medical Association. 


it set up a certifying board, 
The American Board of Family 
Practice, to conduct exam ina­ 
tions and grant specialty cer­ 
tification. 
The American Academy of 
Family Physicians has devised 
residency training programs for 


this specialty. These three-year 
program s enable their gradu­ 
ates to care for 85-90 percent^ 
of patient needs. As Dr. Jam esj 
G . Price, former president oi 
the A A FP, explained. 
“The trained family physi« 
cian is a specialist in his ow i 
right— one in breadth rather 
than depth. His appearance on 
the scene corrects a long and 
fallacio u sly held assu m ption 
that the family doctor requires 


less training than the specialist, 
and is therefore less important.” 
The 
Council 
on 
M edical 
Education of the 
American 
Medical Association defines a 
“ family physician’’ as one who 
does these things: 
1. Serves as the physician of 
first contact with the patient, 
and provides him with an entry 
into the health-care system. 
2. Evaluates the patient’s to­ 
tal health needs and, unlike 
other specialists, provides care 
in one or more fields of medi­ 
cine on a continuing basis. 
3. Refers the patient to an­ 
other specialist when necessary 
— for complicated surgery, for 
instance— and acts as a liaison 
between the patient and the sec­ 
ond specialist. 
4. Takes responsibility for all 
the health needs of the patient 
and his family, including pre­ 
ventive care, reh ab ilitatio n , 
and treatment of psychiatric 
disturbances — even marriage 
counseling. 
5. Relates all these service» 
to the health resources and 
needs of the community in 
which the patient lives (such, 
as hospitals, clinics, etc.).

training program must include® 
what the academ y calls a fam -1 
ily-practice center, which is a n | 
office setting much like that I 
which any practicing physician I 
would have, in which the resi- j 
dent, under clinical supervision, j 
develops the skills and tech­ 
niques he will need to treat his

center is based on the various 
departments of in-hospital care, 
one of its goals is to keep pa­

At the end of his residency, the doctor sits 
for the very difficult two-day certifying exami­ 
nation of the American Board of Family Prac­ 
tice. If, or when, he passes this, he joins his 
fellow 7,000 family-practice specialists, who 
are called diplomates. To emphasize the in­ 
creasing popularity of this specialty, you must 
realize there are now 2,400 residents in the 
program in 233 AMA-approved hospitals, and 
about 100 more programs arc being planned. 
In July, 1975 (the start of a new training 
year), an additional 1,700 first-year residents 
will enter the program. More than two-thirds 
of the 111 medical schools in the United States 
and Canada now have departments or divi­ 
sions of family practice. What is even more 
impressive is that the 1,700 residents entering 
the July, 1975, classes come from a total of 
2,200 applicants. Dr. Price explains that the 
AAFP hopes to rectify this weeding-out proc­ 
ess in the near future, as soon as more quali­ 
fied teachers, money and educational programs 
are available. 
Having a doctor who knows the medical 
history of your entire family intimately is not 
only a help to you— it is a milestone in the 
modem medical ideas of genetics, family 
planning and improvement of the human 
species. In matters of matching blood types 
for transfusions, of comparing disease back­ 
grounds for immunity factors and of knowing 
if someone’s familial characteristics would 
make it wise or foolish to marry and have chil­ 
dren, the family specialist’s records of your 
family’s medical information would save time, 
worry and even eliminate danger. 
Should you want such a family specialist, 
write to the American Academy of Family 
Physicians. The AAFP’s address is 1740 West 
92nd Street, Kansas City, Mo. 64114. 
You, too, may find it true that there’s no 
specialist like the family one in 
this modem age! 


Q. How does a family physician differ from 
a general practitioner? 
A. Some GP’s treat a person on an acute epi­ 
sodic basis—that is, only when the patient 
comes to the physician with an ailment. The 
family physician treats the patient on a con­ 
tinuing comprehensive basis. The patient is 
regarded as an individual and as a member of 
the family unit. Prevention is a vital part of

this kind of care. Family physicians have, by 
and large, maintained their skills and knowl­ 
edge through continuing education. The spe­ 
cialist family physician must take recertifica­ 
tion examinations every six years to retain his 
specialty designation. In addition, members of 
the academy must take 150 hours of post­ 
graduate education every three years to main­ 
tain membership.

Q. Do family doctors charge the same amouitt 
as other doctors? 
A. There is the same variability in charges 
among family doctors as there is among any 
group of doctors.

The organizational position 
is that it is the service, and not the certification 
of the provider, that should determine the fee. 
Q. Are most family doctors youngsters out of 
medical school?

do anything but paralyze people. I think there is a 
reason for this tendency.

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New Family of 
Wonder Drugs 


There is a new family of 
drugs, called prosta­ 
glandins (PG’s), that is 
astounding scientists. 
PG ’s are normally 
found in body tissues 
in minute amounts— 
there are different PG 
variants in different tissues. The body makes 
them from essential unsaturated fatty acids 
(arachidonic acid, linolenic acid, etc.) taken 
in the diet. Originally, PG ’s were separated 
from human and sheep seminal fluid. More 
recently they have been found in a marine coral. 
They’re also produced by chemical synthesis. 
PG's also have opposing roles. Some dilate the 
bronchial tubes—useful in treating asthma; others 
constrict bronchial tubes and may cause an asth­ 
matic attack.... The only PG presently autho­ 
rized for use in the U.S. by the FDA Is one that is 
being used to hasten labor and also to terminate 
pregnancy.. . . But other PG ’s are being used 
experimentally to increase blood flow in the 
lungs; to lower blood pressure; to stimulate the 
adrenal glands to produce natural cortisone or

What Is 
“Image Eating”? 


"Image eating” is a 
new dieting trick that’s 
getting popular among 
TV celebrities. In 
image eating, a doctor 
asks his overweight 
patient to imagine herself in a bikini. While she’s 
still shuddering, he asks her to imagine eating 
a slimming meal: cottage cheese salad with fruit, 
for instance—tasty enough, yet the kind of meal 
that can slim her down. Then he asks her to see 
herself wearing a whole new wardrobe two sizes 
smaller than her present one. In technical terms, 
this is called covert conditioning: You’re repelled 
by the "old" fat you, and you identify slim, two- 
sizes-smaller you with the tasty-enough meal. 
Many researchers say that deliberately stopping 
before lunch and dinner and projecting these 
images is ideal. You flinch from the “ old” you, 
and you identify the “ new” you with the lower- 
calorie meal. Gradually, you achieve a new 
eating pattern. Some good low-calorie lunches 
to practice with image eating: shrimp salad with 
lemon; hard-boiled eggs with paprika, on lettuce; 
broiled fish with parsley and lemon, green salad.

In another test, they were asked 
to judge their friendliness, enthusiasm, social 
poise and trustworthiness. In all cases, people 
forgot about beauty being skin deep and decided 
that good looks probably meant good personality

What It Takas to 
Succeed as a 
Secretary 


Many people become 
secretaries. Some are 
happy and successful 
in their work, while 
others who are just as 
intelligent are restless 
and dissatisfied. Why? The Johnson O ’Connor 
Research Foundation, a nonprofit group that has 
tested half a million people for job aptitudes 
since 1922, says it's not just a matter of "making 


up your mind to succeed," it’s also a matter 
of your natural abilities and your basic person­ 
ality. A good secretary needs clerical ability, 
a natural ease in dealing with paper work, figures 
and symbols, as well as high finger dexterity. 
Without the clerical ability she/he makes 
mistakes, falls behind, daydreams, is just plain 
unhappy. Without finger dexterity, a secretary 
never masters the skills well enough to enjoy the 
work. Moreover, clerical workers and private 
secretaries need two different personalities. 
To spend hours typing, doing accounts, running 
machines or other solitary work, clerical workers 
need a "subjective” personality that makes them 
enjoy concentrating on the task at hand rather 
than working with people. A private secretary 
needs to enjoy dealing with people. A secretary 
also needs inductive reasoning talent—the 
ability to form a logical conclusion from 
scattered facts. The qualities that interfere with 
being a good secretary are: high creativity, a tal­ 
ent for thinking in three dimensions, an ability to 
think ahead and foresee situations, plus a strong 
inner drive to succeed.—By 8.

What a Deaf-Blind Man Can Teacli 
Us About Emotion

laughed. My friend Dick Kinney 
had made a* witty, humorous com­ 
ment and I laughed. 
Then 1 tapped him on the wrist, 
moved my fingers to a small machine 
resembling a portable typewriter, and 
slowly punched the keys “H-A, H-A. 
I assumed there was no better way 
to respond. Dick Kinney is totally deaf 
and totally blind; the machine is the 
TellaTouch, a wonder aid for the deaf- 
blind, devised by the American Foun­ 
dation for the Blind. By spelling out 
my laughter on the keys, 1 knew Dick 
received the impression in momentary 


inrusts of Braille dot patterns against 
the tip of his forefinger, placed on the 
other side of the Iellalouch. 
^ 
He chuckled over my “H-A, H-A” 
message, but in that moment his ex­ 
pression betrayed a lesson I had yet to 
learn about the full meaning of com­ 
munication among all of us. 
Wonderful as it is, the Iellalouch 
was inadequate that morning, and the 
lesson from the incident goes far be­ 
yond the interview. I was in Dick Kin­ 
ney’s home in Winnetka, 111., gathering 
material for the biography of this re­ 
markable man. Blind at age seven, be­ 


coming deaf during his sophomore 
year in college, he lived in a vacuum 
without a clear sense of purpose for 
nearly a decade before Helen Keller 
and a host of interested agencies as­ 
sisted his return to studies at Mount 
Union College in Ohio, using specially 
trained student-associates to communi­ 
cate classroom lectures to him. 
In 1954 he became only the third 
deaf-blind person in history to earn a 
college degree. Helen Keller was the 
first; Robert Smithdas of St. Johns Uni­ 
versity, the second. Today Kinney is 
president of the Hadley Correspond­ 
ence School for the Blind in Winnetka, 
supervising its far-ranging curriculum, 
handling all fund raising, overseeing 
public relations, leading its many per­ 
sonal contacts with more than 4,000 
students (a scattering of them deaf- 
blind) over the world. 
His 
book, 
“Independent 
Living 
Without Sight and Hearing,” is the 
text for a unique course for the deaf- 


blind, taught now by Geraldine Law- 
horn, an equally remarkable black 
woman on Chicago’s South Side. She, 
too, is deaf and blind. 
Reading some of Kinney’s comments 
on communication several weeks after 
the interview, I found that he was 
cautioning those in the families of deaf- 
blind persons to avoid using the Tella­ 
Touch when conveying emotion. To 
respond to a deaf-blind person’s witty 
comment or joke simply with a “H-A, 
H-A” on the machine was “inade­ 
quate.” “It is cold,” he had written. 
Well! On my next trip to Winnetka 
for material for the biography, I re­ 
minded Dick of my boner—1 had re­ 
lied on the TellaTouch for my laughter. 
And he remembered. “But after all, 
Lyle, any machine is too mechanical 
for real emotion. When you say some­ 
thing funny, don’t you want a genu­ 
inely emotional reaction?” 
1 tapped his wrist. 
“And don’t you want to see a smile 
and hear a good, hearty iaugh?” 
Another single tap. 
“Why?” 
“To assure me that I’ve really said 
something considered funny.” 
This 
time on the TellaTouch. 
“Exactly. And those are the two ex­ 
periences that I can’t have—not in the 
same manner you can.” 
“What’s to be done then?” The me­ 
chanical message seemed so logical. 
He was emphatic. “The deaf-blind 
want to perceive as much as you do. 
They don’t want a cold, meUllic mes­ 
sage when emotion is involved. When 
you laugh, you move your body a bit, 
don’t you? Aren’t you agitated in 
a hearty laugh?” 
My single tap on his wrist again 
meant “Yes.” 
Dick smiled. “Then agitate yourself! 
If you’re agitated, come up to me, right 
next to me, agitate your arm against 
mine; take your arms and run them up 
and down my arms. Be agitated. In 
other words, do something that I can 
perceive directly, on the strength of the 
sensory perceptions I do have. Give me 
a sensory clue and I’ll reach my own 
judgment about what’s going on!” 
He added, with his own brand of 
humor once again, “Why, if you do

much. As Baraum once said, no pub­ 
licity is bad publicity.” 
Onstage, after ripping into the one 
publication for the “womanless” non­ 
sense, he commended The New York 
Times for ‘‘an objective review” of his 
show the night before. The crush of 
people backstage between sets—despite 
the myth that backstage passes are dif­ 
ficult to get—had made it impossible 
for Lightfoot and the other musicians 
to tune up properly for the second half 
of that show. “The Times said we were 
rotten,” he told his audience, ‘‘and it 
had a point—we were lousy.” 
Still and all, by George, as Lightfoot 
likes to say, there are other things in 
life besides women and publicity.There 
are airplanes, for example, and boats. 
Public speculation that ‘‘Early Morn­ 
ing Rain” (about being at an airport 
and being too impoverished to buy a 
ticket for home) was written by an air­ 
plane nut is dead on target. 
‘‘I do a lot of private flying,” he said. 
‘‘Lease a small jet.” He ticks off the 
names of airplanes the way other peo­ 
ple talk about cars. “Saves me about 20 
nights a year of staying in hotel rooms, 
and 1 hate hotel rooms.” 
He has put his long-term romance 
with the sea into a few songs too. (Said 
an acquaintance who runs a sloop: 
“When I heard ‘Christian Island,’ with 
that line, ‘I call her Silverheels and she 
tells me how she feels,’ I said that guy’s 
got to sail to understand how a boat 
does that.”) “I love sailing,” Lightfoot 
said, “and I’ll be getting my own boat 
very shortly. I’m also a canoeist. Since 
the movie ‘Deliverance,’ everybody’s 
asking me about that—‘What happens 
on those canoe trips anyway?* ” 
The kidding stops when Lightfoot 
talks about his work. “Doing your job” 
is a phrase he uses with respect. Where­ 
as many of Lightfoot’s contemporaries 
are in one way or another updated ver­ 
sions of James Dean—rebels from the 
American middle class who portray 
themselves as using their talents for 
various good causes—Lightfoot is more 
the old-fashioned craftsman when it 
comes to melodies and the old-fash­ 
ioned poet when it comes to words. 
He’s a literary figure who subordinates 
politics and other temporal or quick- 
changing aspects of life to his pursuit 
of art. For example, in this age of trou­ 
badours essaying on the evils of big 
business, Lightfoot says of his relation­ 


ship with Reprise, his record label: “I 
like working within the company struc­ 
ture, actually; I find it advantageous. I 
had one thing to show them when they 
signed me up, and that was a track 
record. They knew I could produce, 
and that must be important. They’ve 
treated me well.” 
He has recorded well over a hun­ 
dred of his own songs in the last dozen 
or so years, many of them classy and 
some of them classics. Indeed, few can 
match his track record, as new follow­ 
ers attracted by “Sundown” found out 
for themselves. 
“My favorites among my albums,” 
he says, “are ‘Did She Mention My 
Name,’ and ‘Old Dan’s Records’ and 
‘Sundown.’ The only one I really hated 
was the first one [“Lightfoot,” which 
embraces the certified classic “Early 
Morning Rain”]. It had some good 
songs on it, but I wasn’t used to record­ 
ing and it’s all kind of unprofessional. 
In fact, I thought it was very amateur­ 
ish-sounding. People who like it must 
like to hear me suffer.” 
Professionalism, craftsmanship, mas­ 
tery of the trade’s tools—these things 
preoccupy Gordon Lightfoot, who (un-

like many folk singers) took the trouble 
to learn to sight-read music years ago, 
writes out all his melodies and even 
has a stint of orchestral arranging be­ 
hind him. 
Lightfoot has a passion for writing 
songs aboard vehicles. Nowadays, 
these are mostly planes, but several 
years ago he went on a work binge 
aboard British rail, turning out a sheaf 
of poems and songs while the English 
countryside—just about all of it— 
flashed by his compartment. He says 
he’d still like to work aboard the 
slower-paced, more leisurely trains— 
just as he’d like, someday, to have a 
smoother, less-exciting home and social 
life.

has happened: Either I’ve said some­ 
thing very funny—or you have a bad 
case of the palsy!1’ 
And he will have learned of the re­ 
action himself, on the strength of his 
own senses. That is what is most im­ 
portant. 
This is the man who, at the age of 
37, fell in love with a blind girl. "It 
was a case of love at first touch! The 
same genuine, open emotion led to 
their marriage, their child. And the 
same genuine sense of dominion has 
enabled him to go on after Evelyn s 
death just three years after their 
wedding. 
Today, Dick Kinney tells me that 
most deaf-blind persons, perhaps one 
in every 20,000 in our nation, are those 
of later years who, deprived of one 
sense earlier in life, lose the second 
after years of home, family, career. 
When the vacuum world of deaf-blind- 
ness overtakes them, they are too old 
to go to school again, they feel too set 


in their ways to explore new patterns 
of learning. 
As a result, they retreat to the secu­ 
rity of a living room chair, live out 
their lives in retreat. Kinney’s course 
by correspondence— for both the deaf- 
blind and their families—puts them 
back in the mainstream again. And 
communication is the key element. 
The TellaTouch and Braille are tre­ 
mendous aids, but part of the oppor­ 
tunity lies with the families and friends 
of deaf-blind persons. We can learn 
too. l^carn to adapt our responses to 
the perceptions that remain. 
I’ve been more free in displaying 
emotion since that second interview 
with Dick Kinney. There are other les­ 
sons to be learned, but communication 
has always been a two-way process. All 
Dick Kinney wants is for the deaf- 
blind person to have his rightful share 
through the open, natural use of touch. 
The reasoning applies, 
in fact, to all of us.
